Which months some prefer—so that he 
can be accompanied by dog and gun-- 
there ure many places seemingly far 
from the haunts of men, where he can 
pitch his tent, and have some of the 
fineSt shooting in Western Canada. 
All through the Edmonton district, 
ducks, prairie chicken and partridges 
are fairly plentiful, so it {6 a hard pro- 
position to choose the best huating 
grounds. Many people prefer respec- 
tively the Big Hay Lakes, Miquelon 
Lakes to the south-east, Egy Luke to 
the north, or Pigeon Lake to the south- 
west. On all these lakes wild ducks 
aro plentiful, while thelr shores are 
typical haunts for the prairie chicken 
and partridge. 
To the man who is not a game hog, 


all these places seem a_ veritable 
sportsman’s paradise, On Big Hay 
Lake are several shooting clubs, the 


shares of which are owned by the Ed- 
rpston citizens, This lake has some of 
the finest mallard shooting in the west 
up to thee nd of October, after which 
tine most of the birds have either left 
for the south or gone to the deeper 
lakes im the district. Around it are 
thousands of acres of marsh land, 
which form the finest breeding grounds 
for ducks in the province, and it is 
there that the birds congregate in large 
flocks before their flight to the south, 

Nor is the shooting what is termed 
hard on this lake, as ducks like human 
beings have thelr regular flight to and 
from feeding grounds. All the sports- 
man has to do is to find these lines of 
flight and wait for his birds, which, 1f 
he is in the right place, will give him 
good sport night and morning without 
his having to go after his birds, In 
the middle of the day he can, if he be 
so disposed, go on the higher land sur- 
rounding the lake and secure his bag 
limit of chicken and partridge without 
much trouble, 

For a truly enjoyable holiday the 
early part of the month of October is 
very good; the weather as a rule Is 
fine with slight frosts at night, 80 
that it is better to have a stove in the 
tent, but the days are beautiful, the 
alr crisp, aud just cool enough to 
be ploasant, while any game shot will 
keep, so that at the end of the sports- 
man’s holiday he can, if he wishes, 
bring some home for his friends, who 
do not care for the pleasures of the 
sportsman except when it comes to 
seeing some of the birds on the table, 

Anyone who has never tried a week 
under canvas in October, if they have 
any inclination for that class of life, 
will find that they are more than re- 
paid for the expense and trouble that 
they have to go to get to some of the 
good shooting grounds, If, however, 
one is blessed with more of this world's 
goods than is required for any of the 
above-mentioned outings, and wishes 
for excitement and open air life in the 
summer months, a canoe trip from, say, 
the Rocky Mountain House on the 
Harskatchewan, weuld fill the bill; but 
at least one of the party must be an 
experienced canoist on this trip, and a 
full knowledge of the river should be 
obtained before starting, as there are 
several rapids to shoot and several por- 
tages to be made, either of which would 
try the nerves and muscles of any but 
experlenced men, However, if the 
leader is experienced, no better trip 
could be undertaken than the one just 
mentioned. The current of the Sas- 
katchewan is strong, 80 that coming 
down stream is easy, and the party can 
camp where night overtakes them, and 
remain over a day or two in one place 
if they feel like it. All open air trips 
are most beneficial to those who par- 
ticipate in them, They are the one 
tonio provided for the fagged city 
dweller; let him or her get away from 
the haunts of men and seek the solitude 
of rivers, mountains or lakes, 

Change of scene and air are always 
beneficial, and what more thorough 
change can anyone have than a week 
or two in the open, cooking over the 
camp fire, ready for ber at 9 o'clock. 

This life brings back the jaded ap- 
petite, puts fresh life jumping through 
the veins, makes all those who partici- 
pate better in every respect, and sends 
therm back to the city with a good 
healthy tan on their faces, with health 
and strength repaired and ready for 
another eleven months’ struggle with 
the world 

It gives to all those who participate 
in it for a short time each year a wider 
scope of vision, a clearer understanding 
and last but not lease a better love for 
nature, as it is found only in the wide 
expanses of as yet unoccupied lands, 

To those who have never tried this 
life, the new experiences that occur 
oceur, the beautiful fresh air of sun- 
rise and the grand sunsets, the ever-

CHILDREN WORSE

Startling Facts Revealed by 
Investigations Made in 
United States, 


BLAMES POOR FEEDING 
BAD ROADS AND WATER 


Number of Children With Lung | 
Trouble Greater Than in | 
New York, 


Startling facts concerning the health | 
of children in rural districts in the /| 
United States were recently revealed 
by an investigation undertaken by a} 
joint committee representing the 
American Medical Association and the 
National Education Association, 
Stated briefly, the result of this en- | 
quiry, which should be of interest to | 
Canadian readers because conditions in 
this country are in no essential very 
different’ from those in the United | 
States, was to show that the child in| 
the country school is from 16 to 20 per 
cent, more defective than the city child, 

In Pennsylvania a study of 1,881 ru- 
ral school districts was made and the 
physical condition of the children in| 
these Cistricts was compared with that 
of those in Harrisburg, Pittsburg ands 
Altoona, The percentage of defective 
children in Altoona was 69 per cent., in 
Vittsburg 72.2 per cent. while in the! 
rural districts studied the aggregate of 
defective children amounted to 75 per 
cent, 

When comparing New York City 
witn certain country districts it was 
fuund that the percentage of hang, 
trouble among school children was only 
a fraction of one per rent, in the city 
and 3.7 per cent. in the country and 
the percentage of malnutrition was 22 
per cent, In the citv and 31.2 per cent.

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ARTICHOKES. MOST 
DAINTY VEGETABLES 


——=— 


Recipes from the coast for this de- 
licious spring vegetable: 

Very few housekeepers use the arti- 
choke as much as it could be used, It 
is nuw coming into season, and if pre- 
pared properly is a delicious change 
from the winter vegetables, and a 
“between seasons” vegetable before the 
truly summer varieties are on the 
markets at reasonable prices, 

The artichoke is a vegetable of 
French importation, and is now culti- 
vated on the California coast, where 
the mild climate makes it a desirable 
region for raising this pleasing vege- 
table. 

When very small and tender the ar- 
tichoke may be served raw as 4 salad, 
with any dressing. The bolled vege- 
table, served with mayonnalse, forms a 
leisurely course, conducive to conver- 
sation, and is an excellent beginning 
Yor a meal. However, with artichoke 
as the principal ingredient, an infin- 
ity of combination of salads may be 
made, Combine with lettuce, chicory, 
escarolle and a few asparagus points 
or with cauliflower, string beans, car- 
rots and an anchovy or two. Chopped 
ehicken, with celery and peas; pit- 
ted olives and sardines boned, All of 
these are excellent if served very cold 
With a good dressing, 

Jules Danville, chef, Palace hotel, 
Francisco, suggests the following 
way of preparation: Take 
with Rechamel sauce, and bread 
crumbs and bake in a hot oven until 
a golden brown, Serve with a cream 
sauce, 

From the same source comes the fol- 
lowing recipe, which, by the way, 1s 
the commonest way, of serving: Re- 
move half an Inch from” the sharp 
points of the leaves, cut the stalks 
close.

Frequently 
the only provisions for cleanliness are 
a pall of water, a dirty basin and a 
common. towel, Drinking arrange- 
ments are bad and drinking water of- 
ten contaminated, Summing up, Dr. 
Wood writes: “Now take into consid- 
eration the many other contingencies 
which the country child has to meet— 
physical labor, chores before he starts 
for school in the morning, a badly as- 
sorted breakfast, a long walk over bad 
roads—then subject him to direct in- 
fection, to bad water, and it is no small 
wonder that he falls prey to a dozen 
maladies more

‘irom one season's study in the field 
it would seem that the habit of this 
cutworm is to feed Just below the sur- 
face. If this underground feeding habit 
should prove to be a constant cne, it 
will, of course, render the problem of 
control more difficult. In the «ontro) 
measures adopted, infested fields were 
divided into various siucd plots, none 
smaller than one-tenth of an acre each. 
These were treated with various 
strengths of Paris green, salt and su- 
gar mixed with bran and broadcasted 
by hand over the fields. Lead arsen- 
tite and {.ondon purple were also used 
as poisons, but the Paris green yvave 
the best results, 

“In some places the applications of 
poisoned bran were disappointing but 
in others the outbreak of cutworms was 
stupped within 24 hours after the bran 
was applied. 

“Pending fucther investigations and 
a continuation of the stubble burning 
and, o¢her, experiments’ in -thg ‘field, no 
definfté statement can be mide as to 
contril ineagures. In the laboratory, 
dipterous parasites have been reared 
from cutworms collected in the field. 
These species of cutworms are gener- 
ally controlled by thelr parasitic ene- 
mies, but it Is important to discover, 
{f possible, means of checking incipient 
outbreaks,”

Just as soils differ for agricultural}

IN KANSAS STATE

Started Career as Potato 
Grower Thirty Years Ago in 
Kaw Valley, 


From the veranda of his elegant, 22- 
room country home overlooking the fer- 
tile Kaw Valley, J. G. Groves, negro 
farmer, can look down on his domain 
820 acres of potatoes. It's a “domain” 
rather than a farm, because Groves is 
the “potato King" of Kansas—recog- 
nized as such, respected, envied, 
imitated, Fifty-five thousand bushels 
was the output of the Groves farm last 
year, and maximum yield for one acre 
was 396 bushels, Of course, there is 
“Groves'’ own way" back of these big 
yields, but it is not a secret. In fact 
the “king” has confessed it often in 
farmers’ meetings and in farm papers, 
much to the good of potato growing in 
Kansas, 

Like many another industrial mon- 
arch of the day, the breath that made 
Groves “king” was a long one—thirty 
years long. Years of intelligent, well- 
directed toll they were, tuo, for since 
the very first day, way back {In 1882, 
when he came to the Kaw Valley with 
a few dollars, renting six acres) and 
started on his famous spudotic career 
Groves has been a faithful follower 
after scientific ways. There isn’t much 
doubt that that Js the reason ho Is 
“king.” And in the Kaw Valley — of 
Kancag where farmers are devoting 
thelr Ives to potato growing {!t meang 
something to be the champion, 

It isn't every farmer that can get 
the big yields with potatoes. It re- 
quires a wide knowledge of methods 
under varying conditions. On a farm 
adjoining the Croces acres js a farmer 
Who has been a potato grower for 
several years, But his land, ondowed 
with the same natural characteristics 
as that of the “potato king,” produced 
only 125 bushels an acre as a maximum 
yield last year—271 bushels short of the 
top yield of his illustrious neighbor, 
This grower lacked the experience of 
80 years, which is a part of the cham- 
plon’s capital, 


Eradication of Canada Thistle. 

After several years’ experimenting, 
botanical department of the Iowa State 
college claim to have discovered two 
fairly effective means of eradicating 
Canada thistle, One way is to plow 
shallow and cultivate frequently dur- 
ing the summer. After plowing, -the 
field should be harrowed and the roots 
exposed to the sun. The thistles that 
are not cut in cultivation should be 
taken out with a hoe. 

The second method is by spraying 
with sodium arsenite. It is applied at 
the rate of 1% pounds to 52 gallons ot 
water.

Krom Lethbridge comes the report 
that the lambing season is over on the 
sheep range owned by R. C, Harvey, 
located near the Chin lakes, Alta. Mr.

Mr, Deans will not admit 
this, Mr, Eshleman has not the power 
to order the Pullman .people to pay 
their help sufficient salary; but he 
wishes it to be emphasized that the 
general public are against tipping; 
that they expect service when they 
pay for it once—not twice or three 
times; and that the way to abolish 
tipping is to bring public opinion to 
bear upon such people as the Pull- 
mans, who must be forced by such 
power to give their hands decent Wages 
so that they will not be forced to ask 
for or epete tips.
